Procedings, July 11, 1967 


Chief Derold Husby welcomed all Com- 
missioners as members of the Police Board, 
and expressed the desire of all members of 
the Department to assist and cooperate in 
every way possible. 


Dr. John P. Kenney, California State 
College, Department of Criminology, Long 
Beach, California; was introduced by Chief 
Husby to the Board members. Dr. Kenney 
is the Project Director appointed by the 
Institute for Community Development; 
Michigan State University, who will be 
conducting a survey of the Police Depart- 
ment to develop a master plan for re 
organization and management for’ the 
next five to ten years. 


This being the first official meeting of 
the Police Board, it was necessary to ap- 
point a Temporary Chairman for purposes 
of conducting an election of officers. By 
unanimous approval of the members pre- 
sent, Mr. Henry Noack was appointed 
Temporary Chairman.

By Comm. Brooks— 
I move that the Clerk be instructed to 
record the unanimous vote of the Board 


that Mr. Lawler is appointed Chairman. 


Unanimously approved. 


The Chairman announced nominations 
open for the Office of Vice-Chairman. 


By Mr. Noack— 


I would like to nominate Robert Rollis, 
Jr., as Vice-Chairman. 


Supported by Comm. Brooks. 
Comm. Guyselman— 

I move that the nominations be closed. 
Comm. Brooks— 


I move that the Clerk be instructed to 
record the unanimous vote of the Board 
that Mr. Rollis be appointed Vice-Chair- 
man.

“Each Board shall provide its own rules 
of administrative procedure, which rules 
and any changes therein shall be consistent 
with the provisions: of this charter and 
shall be effective when aproved as to form 
by the City Attorney, and filed with the 
Clerk as a public record.’’ 


Discussion followed concerning the ad- 


ministrative procedures of the previous 
Police and Fire Board.

I move that the regular meeting of the 
Police Board shall be the Third Tuesday 
of each month at 7:30 P.M.

I move that the rules and regulations 
of the previous Poilce and Fire Board, 
with the exception that the regular month- 
ly meeting shall be the 8rd Tuesday of

til such time as a study committee can 
be appointed, and their report be present- 
ed to the Board for future consideration. 


Unanimously approved. 


Chairman Lawler advised he would name 
a Study Committee at a later date.

Chief Husby requested clarification as 
to whether the Board wished to interview 
all prospective applicants for patrolmen, 
pointing out that ability to hire men im- 
mediately, rather than having to wait 
until a board meeting, many times deter- 
mined whether vacancies are filled, due 
to the time element involved, and their 
having accepted other employment in the 
interval. 


It was the unanimous decision of the 
Board that the Chief of Police have the 
power to hire patrolmen to fill existing 
vacancies. 


Chairman Lawler stated he would like to 
have time to talk with each member of 
the Board to determine their interests as 
to committee assignments; and that he 
will name committees at a later date.

Kreitlow, who was present during this 
meeting, was allowed to state his views 
concerning the departments policy in re- 
imbursing officers for tuition fees ex- 
pended in furthering their education. 


Chief Husby read the minutes of the 
Police and Fire Board meeting, April 19, 
1967, Page 532 as follows:

RE: Police Board Representation on 
Retirement Board 


Dear Mr. Lawler: 


You have requested my opinion as to 
whether or not a charter amendment is 
required in order to provide the Lansing 
Police Commission with an official voice 
and vote on the Board of Trustees of the 
City of Lansing Policemen and Firemen’s 
Retirement System. It is my understanding 
that you already have a copy of my letter 
of June 18, 1967, to Mr. Raymond Burgess, 
Director of Finance and Secretary of the 
System. 


The membership of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the System is established by Sec- 
tion 8 of Chapter 16 of the Lansing City 
Charter. As set out in my letter to Mr. 
Burgess of June 13, 1967, the City Char- 
ter does not provide for the new police 
commission to have representation upon 
the Board. In the absence of contrary con- 
stitutional or statutory provisions, which 
is here the case, it is my opinion that a 
charter amendment would be required to 
accomplish the purpose you suggest. To 
rule otherwise would be to hold, in effect, 
that the City Charter could be amended 
by ordinance or resolution, which would 
be contrary to Michigan law unless author- 
ized by constitutional or statutory provi- 
sion of the State.

REPORT OF OFFICERS 


Chief Husby reported on the many hours 
of overtime put in by all members of the 
Department during the last 30 days in 
averting serious civil disturbances within 
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the city. He also stated that the members 
of the Detective Bureau and the Youth 
Division should be commended for their 
efforts in solving the recent Murder of 
Roxanne Sandbrook of this City. 


Further, that Officer Hinam is still off 
duty as a result of a duty-incurred injury 
suffered last year in a motorcycle accident. 


Inspector O’Toole gave a report on his 
recent visit to the IBM Corporation, Pough- 
keepsie, New York, where he observed 
their facilities and the methods employed 
in data processing. 


The Chief reported that for the first 
time in many years, the department has 
its full complement of both police officers 
and civilian employees. He stated that at 
the present time there are 10 active 
applications on file for the position of 
Patrolman. He stated he would like to 
recommend that the Board request the 
City Council for the necessary funds to 
employ 10 additional patrolmen as soon as 
possible, so that any recruits hired could be 
included in the recruit training program 
scheduled to be held in September. 


He advised that he would like to keep 
at least four positions open for minority 
group applicants, in the event they can 
be recruited thru the state-wide recruit- 
ment program. 


By Comm. Potter— 

I move that the City Council be request- 
ed to appropriate the necessary funds to 
hire 10 additional men. 

Supported by Comm. Guyselman. 


Carried. 


At this time the Chairman invited Dr. 
John P. Kenney, who is conducting a sur- 
vey of the Department, to give a prelimi- 
nary report. 


AUGUST 28, 1967 


Dr. Kenney stated that he has nearly 
completed his survey of the Department, 
and that within the next few weeks he 
would be submitting a preliminary report 
of his recommendations. He gave a brief 
outline of some of the recommendations he 
will be making as a result of his survey; 
however, he stated that he preferred that 
these recommendations not be released for 
publication at this time. 


Councilman John Anas, who was also 
present during the Board meeting, was 
invited to make any comments that he 
wished. 


Mr. Anas stated that he wished to thank 
all of the members of the Board for ac- 
cepting their appointments, and wanted 
to express the assurance of the members 
of the City Council that it is their wish to 
assist and cooperate in every way possible 
with this Board. 


The Chairman thanked Mr. Anas for 
his comments, and assured him of the 
Board’s desire to cooperate with members 
of the Council. 


By Comm. Guyselman— 


I would like to have it on record that in 
the event of an emergency, that the Presi- 
dent of the Police Board will speak for 
the department in terms of policy state- 
ments, and that all tactical and strategic 
enforcement be handled by the Chief of 
Police, without any interference from any- 
one other than lawful authority existent 
at the time; and if you wish a motion 
to this effect; I so move.

and the staff of the University of Cincin- 
nati.

Attorney William VanDuzer regarding Re- 
feree Theodore P. Ryan’s decision in the 
LaLonde case. 


Charman Lawler explained at length, a 
meeting which he had with Mr. VanDuzer 
concerning this matter. At that time he 
was advised that Referee Ryan’s decision 
is to be appealed. Also that in the event 
this decision is upheld, it could adversely 
affect the entire benefit system for Police- 
men and Firemen. 


The communication was received and 
placed on file. 


From Virgil P. Gurecki, Master Me- 
chanic, Police and Fire Garage concerning 
authorized holidays for the Police civilian 
employees assigned to the garage. 


Motion by Comm. Brooks—

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Husby advised that the Board’s 
request to the City Council for $1800 to 
repair the department’s Pistol Range was 
granted. Repairs are to be started im- 
mediately, and should be completed so that 
the range may be utilized in our fall train- 
ing program. 


The Board’s request for additional man- 
power has been tabled in the Personnel 
Committee of the City Council, with no 
action being taken. The Chief stated he 
does not anticipate any action being taken 
until after Dr. Kinney’s report has been 
received and studied. 


He reported that Sgt. Charles Reifsnyder 
is now attending Northwestern University, 
with apparent satisfactory progress. 


At the present time, fifteen officers are 
participating in the telephonic lecture ser- 
ies being conducted at M.S.U. He explain- 
ed there are to be eight—2 hour sessions, 
which are to be received in nine different 
locations throughout the state. A telephonic 
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hookup whereby questions and answers may 
be exchanged is employed. 


Arrangements are being made for the 
2nd State Law Enforcement Training 
Council School, tentatively scheduled to 
start October 9th or 16th. Several inquir- 
ies have been received from Ionia, Clinton 
County and M.S.U., regarding their officers 
attending this school. There will be at 
least nine recruits from our own depart- 
ment attending the sessions. 


Last spring we experimented with a pro- 
gram at West Jr. High School, with the 
goal of improving the police image to the 
juvenile. This was a six weeks’ program. 
Evaluation was made by both officers in- 
volved and school system authorities, and 
I am happy to report that this program is 
to continue. It is our hope that we will be 
able to go into all of the junior and senior 
high schools in the city. There are three 
people permanently assigned to the pro- 
aoe and uniform officers on a part-time 

asis. 


A change has been made in the assign- 
ment of cases to the juvenile officers. We 
are now assigning officers on a geographi- 
cal basis. This is an experiment, and will 
be evaluated at a later time. 


Chief Husby reported on the Internation- 
al Association of Chiefs of Police Conven- 
tion recently held at Kansas City, stating 
the workshops he attended were very bene- 
ficial. 


He stated that he and several command 
officers had met to discuss the advisability 
of entering an agreement with the State 
of Michigan for the security of the new 
Capitol Complex, part of which is nearing 
completion. He stated he had been ap- 
proached last spring by state authorities as 
to whether he and the Board of Police 
Commissioners would be interested in the 
security of the Complex on a _ contract 
basis. At the present time, our officers 
only make calls to the State property on 
an emergency basis, and all routine police 
complaints are the responsibility of the 
State Police. The Chief pointed out that

many purse snatchings and assaults have 
occurred recently in this area. 


A special Capitol Police Force made up 
of either State Police troopers or an in- 
dependent agency has been under discus- 
sion since last spring. We have dis- 
cussed the merits of handling Capitol secu- 
rity, and we feel the merits probably out- 
weigh the disadvantages. We, presently, 
have several employment applications on 
file, and I believe we would be able to fill 
the manpower needed. An additional 40 to 
50 men would be required. The greatest 
asset to the department would be the addi- 
tional manpower we would be able to 
utilize in the event of an emergency situ- 
ation in the City. 


He specifically pointed out that he did 
not want to become involved in the State 
of Michigan internal matters, but that con- 
centration would be made on security only. 


Discussion followed with Comm. Potter 
pointing out that contractual agreements 
can sometimes be “‘tricky,’”’ and that prob- 
lems of cost, and liability should be gone 
into thoroughly before entering into any 
agreement. 


By Comm. Rollis— 


I move that the Chief be authorized to 
enter into negotiations with the proper 
State authorities concerning the possibility 
of the extension of the Police Department 
services to the State of Michigan Capitol 
Complex in the future. 


Supported by Comm. Brooks. 


Unanimously carried. 


There being no further business the meet- 
ing was adjourned.

COMMITTEE REPORTS

Gentlemen : 


On August 2, 1967 at 5:01 A.M. Lieu- 
tenant Robert Nalett responded to a fire 
alarm with his fire company, No. 4 Engine, 
to the residence of Douglas Buxton. The 
call was to assist Mr. Buxton’s fifteen 
month old daughter, Tong Keen, who had 
stopped breathing. 


Lieutenant Robert Nalett immediately 
gave mouth to mouth resuscitation to the 
patient until the ambulance arrived. His 
quick actions kept the patient alive until 
the Inhalator was used to administer 
oxygen on the way to the hospital. 


We recommend the Lansing Fire Board 
commend Lieutenant Robert Nalett for his 
excellent actions during this emergency 
situation.

Transportation for trainees for the 
fire department has been furnished by 
private cars and apparatus, a procedure 
not approved by the insurance companies. 
Automobiles in service in the department 
are being used to their utmost capacity for 
regular service, and the State safety laws 
prohibit more than five persons in one 
passenger car. The cost to operate a pass- 
enger vehicle is small compared to operat- 
ing fire apparatus for transportation; ap- 
paratus that should not be taken from ser- 
vice for this purpose. 


The cost for a suitable vehicle, equipped 
with two-way radio, siren, Beacon-Ray 
light and two extinguishers is $3,280.75. 


By Commisioner Rathbun— 


I recommend the Fire Board submit a 
request to the City Council for $3,280.75 
to purchase a vehicle for the Training 
Division. 


Supported by Commissioner Sheathelm. 


Carried. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Space reported that 4,000 ft. of 
214% inch and 1000 ft. of 114 inch fire hose 
had been received, and that five lengths 
were being returned that had not passed the 
pressure test. A defective installation of 
rings had caused the trouble on the hose 
that had not passed the test. 


Chief Space informed the members of 
the Board that all ladder trucks are now 
equipped with Junkin stretcher splints. 
He also stated that identification bars have 
been ordered for all members, and officer 
stripes for their uniforms. A new uniform 
to replace the covert grays is being or- 
dered, to gradually replace the covert work 
clothing. New safety helmets for engi- 
neers, with individual liners, have been 
placed in service in all companies. 


No. 5 Ladder Truck, although still in 
the paint shop, is nearly completed and will 
be in service this month. The diesel tank 
and pump have been installed at No. 2 
Station, and the driveway will be completed 
withing 80 days. Commissioner Sheathelm 
had mentioned the safety factor concern- 
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ing apparatus backing into the station 
from the highway, and the change in the 
driveway will take care of this situation. 
The equipment has been ordered for the 
new ladder truck, and the new truck is 
scheduled for the paint shop next week. 
Master Mechanic Gurecki and Assistant 
Chief Burnett are to inspect the apparatus 
before it goes into the paint shop. 


Assistant Chief Burnett reported that 
four members of the department were on 
sick leave. He gave a report on the field 
exercises the fire department participated 
in with the surrounding protective agencies 
and the National Guard. 


Chief Space was proud to inform the 
Board that General Simmons had singled 
out the fire department as the outstanding 
group in the field exercises. He discussed 
the coverage for the airport, and informed 
the Board that a definite plan is being 
worked upon. Commissioner Ridenour ask- 
ed if it was possible to contact trains by 
radio should they be blocking the right- 
of way for a call to the airport. Chief 
Space reported that they were on a differ- 
ent wave length, but that a call could be 
made by telephone to the train dispatcher 
to relay an emergency message by radio. 
During the field exercises a Command 
Headquarters was set up, and all wave 
lengths were available for all emergency 
groups. The Civil Defense Director was 
working on this phase of communications. 


GENERAL ORDER 


Chairman Buhl requested the Personnel 
Committee to consider the letters sub- 
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mitted by the Training Division and the 
Police and Fire Garage and report on them 
at the next meeting. 


Commissioner Ridenour asked Chief Space 
if any special ordinance had been adopted 
recently regarding burning of rubbish, 
leaves or brush. Chief Space reported that 
only the regular ordinances were in effect, 
and that special burning necessitates a 
permit; during extremely dry periods bans 
are in effect on leaf burning. 


Gary L. Thomas, President of the Fire 
Fighters Association, stated that grievances 
submitted to the Board should be solved, 
and he offered the complete cooperation of 
his Association toward any solution. 


Commissioner Sheathelm read a brochure 
from the Chamber of Commerce recom- 
mending all Civic Clubs to invite a mem- 
ber of the fire department as a guest dur- 
ing the upcoming Fire Prevention Week. 
He stated the Finance Committee is work- 
ing with Chief Space in preparing informa- 
tion for the 1967-1968 Budget. 


By Commissioner Sheathelm—

The meeting was called to order by the 
Chairman, Russel A. Lawler.

COMMUNICATIONS 


Letters of appreciation for services 
rendered by the department were received 
from: Lansing Jaycees; Mr. Lawrence J. 
Baril, M.S.U.; Mr. Frank Ghinelli, Ser- 
vomation of Lansing, Inc.; and the Ingham 
County Federation of Women’s Clubs. 


Received and placed on file. 


Letters of request to make settlement 
with insurance companies for injuries re- 
ceived while on duty, with police equip- 
ment, were received from Ptlm. Martin 
Campbell and William Tomlinson. 


Received and placed on file. 


Letter from Mr. Thos. Peloso, Jr., Civil 
Rights Commission, regarding complaint 
of Eva Montemayor was received, which 
included a statement of claimant. 


By Chief Husby— 


This complaint was registered with the 
Mich. Civil Rights Commission as a result 
of a traffic offense on 9-18-67. There is 
no question as to whether or not the in- 
dividual was guilty of the infraction. The 
complaint in Court was accepted, and the 
fine was paid. 


A young lady by the name of Mrs. Helen 
Reynolds was assigned as_ investigator. 
She was into the station last Thursday, and 
she brought another representative of the 


Civil Rights Commission with her. We dis- 
cussed in detail the alleged complaint, and 
I explained to them that the placing of a 
person’s race upon a traffic summons was 
for means of identification, and that there 
was no intent of a discriminatory nature 
in the placing of the race on the ticket. 


The question was asked as to whether 
or not, in fact, there is a Mexican race. 
We discussed this matter, and we checked 
the legal definition in Black’s Dictionary 
which was rather vague. I indicated to 
Mrs. Reynolds and the other representative 
that I would like to pursue this further. 
I have written to the City Attorney re- 
questing a legal definition on the term 
“race.” A reply has not been returned at 
this time. 


A discussion followed on the pros and 
cons of the need for placing a person’s race 
on a traffic ticket. 


Chief Husby further stated that there 
was no indication that the Commission was 
against placing the race on a traffic ticket. 
Their only question was—‘“Is there a 
Mexican race?’”’ Your races are: White 
or Caucasian, Negro, Indian, and Asiatic 
or Oriental. 


Comm. McConnell questioned this state- 
ment, and referred to the last paragraph 
of the claimant’s statement: “I believe 
that the asking of race on a traffic viola- 
tion ticket is unlawful in the State of 
Michigan, and that it constitues a viola- 
ion of my civil rights guaranteed under the 
Michigan Constitution.” 


Comm. McConnell further stated that 
Chief Husby had takled with Mrs. Reyonlds, 
and that he felt the Commission should 
have an opportunity to talk with her. He 
suggested that Mrs. Reynolds be asked to 
appear before this commission to discuss 
the Civil Rights Commission’s thinking 
on this matter. He stated he would like 
more discussion on the matter, and that 
Mrs. Reynolds should appear before this 
commission. 


Chief Husby supplied a form of the 
traffic ticket used by the department, and 
read a letter from Municipal Judge Earl 
E. MeDonald as follows: 
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“To Whom It May Concern: 


Please be advised that the Lansing Mu- 
nicipal Court uses the Uniform Traffic 
ticket promulgated by the American Bar 
Association and which is used by a great 
number of courts throughout the United 
States. 


In addition to the violator’s name, there 
are several descriptive items, including 
race, which specifically identify the viola- 
tor and make it more easily possible to 
arrest him. 


Another function of the ticket is to help 
avoid the wrongful arrest of a person with 
the same name, or a person whose name 
has been wrongfully used by a violator, 
but who would not match the description of 
the arrested person.

Comm. Guyselman— 


I am very doubtful that you have to 
identify 10% of the population by race, 
and the other 85% by height and color of 
eyes. I think we should get at the ques- 
tion in terms of a traffic ticket. How far 
do you go to make the _ identification. 
I don’t think it’s necessary to bring any 
person in from the Civil Rights Commis- 
sion. I think the proper approach is to 
investigate further with Judge McDonald 
as to whether or not this is a uniform ticket 
being used throughout the State. 


Chief— 


We have no control over the format of 
the ticket ourselves. 


Comm. Guyselman— 


I would make a motion that we inform 
the Civil Rights Commission that it’s a 
matter for them to take up with the 
Municipal Court. We are only issuing a 
ticket that is given to us by the Court. 


Chief Husby— 


There has been very little change in the 
format of the ticket since 1948. There 
were some revisions made in 1951 or ’52. 
Basically, this is the same ticket that the 
Court has supplied since 1948. There will 
be a change in the entire format as soon 
as we go to data processing. 


Comm. Guyselman— 


I move for referral of this matter, and 
for the Chief to inform the Civil Rights 
Commission that this ticket is supplied to 
the department by the Court, and that all 
matters of this nature, in the future, 
should be presented to the presiding Judge 
of the Municipal Court. 


OCTOBER 30, 1967 


Motion supported by Comm. Brooks. 


Carried. Unanimously. 


. Comm. McConnell— 


I am not willing to simply refer a matter 
when it has been presented to this com- 
mission, and not take a position on it. I, 
personally, feel an obligation to bring the 
matter before this commission and to have 
it clarified with this commission and the 
Civil Rights Commission. 


Considerable discussion followed con- 
cerning the Board’s jurisdiction, if any, in 
this matter, since the format of the ticket 
has made by the Court, and supplied by 
them. 


Motion by Comm. Guyselman— 


This Commission feels that the matter of 
race identification on the traffic summons 
is a specific problem that will be brought 
up again, and will be a continuing prob- 
lem, and that we feel that it would be in 
order for the members of this Commission, 
and the City Attorney, and the presiding 
Judge of the Municipal Court to meet and 
discuss all of its ramifications. 


Supported by Comm. McConnell. 


Carried. Unanimously. 


APPLICATIONS AND RESIGNATIONS 


Chief Husby presented a letter recom- 
mending that probationary Patrolmen Larry 
David Monroe, and William Tomlinson, 
having satisfactorily completed their re- 
quired probationary period, be confirmed 
as Patrolmen. 


Comm. Guyselman— 


I so move that the recommendation of 
Chief Husby be accepted.

A letter of resignation was received from 
Probationary Patrolman David Wehrwein, 
effective October 11, 1967. It was the rec- 
ommendation of Chief Husby that his 
resignation be accepted. 


Comm. Lawry— 


I so move that Off. Wehrwien’s resigna- 
tion be accepted. 


Supported by Comm. Brooks. 


Carried. Unanimously. 
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REPORT OF OFFICERS 


Chief Husby reported that in conjunction 
with the letter received from Mr. Lawence 
Baril of M.S.U., Officer Irvin Ruby at- 
tended the School Safety Officers Course 
at Kellogg Center. This officer has been 
used in the elementary schools to instruct 
the youngsters on traffic safety. He is a 
magician and a clown, and has numerous 
props that he uses in his program. He is 
another officer we are working into the 
School Safety program. 


Chief Husby reported that the City 
Council granted his request for an addi- 
tional $6,000 to cover the deficit in our 
New Vehicle Acct. This deficit was due 
to a drop of $600 per unit on trade-in 
allowance. Negotiations were made with 
Story Oldsmobile whereby our deficit was 
determined to be $6,000. 


Training exercises in crowd and riot 
control were held September 26 and 27 
in conjunction with the Michigan National 
Guard, Michigan State Police and the 
M.S.U. Police Depts. The Board room was 
converted into a command post, and anten- 
nas have been permanently installed for 
radio communications. 


Dr. Kenny will be here November 2, at 
7:30 P.M. to make a formal presentation 
of his report. We should have copies of 
his report prior to the presentation date so 
that you will have an opportunity to 
evaluate his report, and ask any questions 
you may have before the formal presenta- 
tion, 


Last year a move was made to imple- 
ment a Crime Stop—Crime Check pro- 
gram. Funds in the amount of $500 were 
appropriated in the current budget to de- 
velop and organize this program to which 
Capt. Jackson has been assigned. The pur- 
pose of this program is to direct the 
citizens’ attention to the crime within the 
community, and the responsibility that the 
city has in combatting it. 


We presently have 22 students attending 
the Central Michigan Law Enforcement 
Training Council’s training program which 
is being held here thru November 26. We 
have increased the program by one week 
to include instruction in Pursuit Driving. 
Thru efforts of the Ingham County Sheriff, 
Oldsmobile is building three police pursuit 
ears for our use in this instruction. 


Our police pistol range will be repaired 
and ready for use next week. Due to the 
weather, it is doubtful that we will be 
able to get all members out for practice. 


I have previously mentioned that there 
is a Michigan Police Recruitment Project 
within the State of Michigan. This project’s 
objective was to recruit members of the 
minority group into police work. The 
funds for this program have been made 
available thru OLEA and Chrysler Corp. 
donated $40,000 to help cover expenses for 
handing out materials, and radio and TV 
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tapes. I am disappointed in the program, 
as I didn’t receive any materials from the 
project until the last week in August, and 
we held our first meeting here last week. 
To date the program has not placed one 
police officer. The program is almost due 
to run out, but I understand they are 
attempting to obtain an additional appro- 
priation of funds. 


We have accepted eight students from 
L.C.C. on a field observation work study 
program. They spend eight hours per week 
for ten weeks here. A schedule has been 
worked out throughout the department, and 
they are doing typing, filing, and gaining 
on the job experience. Hopefully, we may 
be able to interest some of them in return- 
ing to the department as recruits. 


Due to the necessity to re-write our 
emergency procedures, we have been unable 
to complete our recommendations for in- 
itiating a Senior Cadet Program. How- 
ever, they will be ready for the next 
Board meeting. 


At the last Board meeting, I brought to 
your attention a letter regarding the gar- 
age employees. I discussed this with the 
Personnel Director and he was of the 
opinion that the matter should wait unitl 
a new budget is formulated. I have dis- 
cussed this with Mr. Gurecki at the gar- 
age, and there is no ill feeling amongst 
the employees ; however, they are going to 
submit a letter to this Board and the Fire 
Board requesting that a job study reclassi- 
fication study be made by the Personnel 
Director. 


We have three civilian employees at the 
garage. The Fire Department has seen 
fit to pay for the rental of uniforms for 
their civilian employees while on the job. 
We do have sufficient money in our budget 
to cover the rental of such uniforms which 
would amount to $230 until July 1. This 
is a cost of $2.40 a week, per man. 


Comm. Guyselman— 


It was my understanding that we were 
not to become involved in fringe benefits 
of employees, that this was up to the 
Personnel Director. I move that the matter 
be referred to the Personnel Department 
with the recommendation that it be taken 
care of by that Department, to become 
effective by November 1. 


Supported by Comm. Brooks. 


Carried. Unanimously. 


Thru funds that have been granted by 
the OLEA (Office of Law Enforcement 
Assistance, U.S. Dept. Justice,) we will 
be able to send two persons to a two week 
training program for planning and re- 
search, which is to be held at M.S.U. 


This past week an invitation was re- 
ceived from M.S.U. and OLEA training 
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grant to attend a three day Workshop on 
the Police Chief’s Executive and Legisla- 
tive Relationships. This invitation also in- 
eludes the Mayor, and Councilman Adado, 
Chairman of the Public Safety Committee, 
to participate in the workshop program. 
It is designed to acquaint city government 
representatives with police problems and 
police needs. 


The FBI extended an invitation for two 
officers to attend a crowd control program 
put on by the Army in Washington, D.C. 
Capt. Jackson and Lieut. Murphy attended 
these sessions and returned with recom- 
mendations that we may incorporate here. 


In conjunction with the recent legisla- 
tion of the Implied Consent Law, we have 
three officers who have completed training 
at Mich. State Police on the use of the 
Breathalyzer. This is a savings to us of 
$900 if we had had to purchase the machine 
alone, besides the $600 to $800 savings on 
training the operators of this apparatus. 


On October 7, there was an Open Hous- 
ing March in Lansing. Permission for the 
march was obtained from the Council, and 
they had a good demonstration here. 


Last spring prior to the high school be- 
ing out for the summer, you may recall 
the incident where some students were 
passing out anti-Vietnam literature. Our 
officers stopped them from handing out the 
literature and advised them they would 
have to get permission from the City Clerk 
in order to do so. As a result of this 
action, we received a complaint from the 
American Civil Liberties Commission. This 
matter was resolved with the American 
Civil Liberties Commission, and the officers 
of this department were instructed by 
means of the training bulletin as to the 
local ordinance, and the State statute deal- 
ing with the right to hand out this type 
of literature. 
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Last year on October 24, Officer Richard 
Hinman was involved in a traffic accident. 
The officer has been under the care of Dr. 
Baker to whom he was referred by the city 
physician, Dr. June, since that time, and 
has been unable to return to duty. Dr. 
Baker performed a bone graft which has 
not healed, and he advises it will be at 
least six months and maybe more before 
Off. Hinman may return to work. 


I think this is a matter that should be 
brought to your attention for discussion as 
to whether this officer should be placed on 
duty disability pension at this time. 


Diseussion followed concerning the ef- 
fects of placing this officer on pension on 
the moral of the officers of the department 
in view of the fact that he was injured in 
the line of duty. 


Chief Husby stated he was brining this 
matter to the attention of the Board so 
that in the event of any criticism being 
made at a future date for this officer’s be- 
ing kept on full salary status, that the 
se position in the matter be under- 
stood. 


Chairman Lawler assured Chief Husby 
on behalf of the members of the Board 
that: “The Board fully supports your posi- 
tion in the matter of continuing Off. Hin- 
man on full pay.” 


On motion of Comm. Potter, the meeting 
was adjourned.

Secretary Hayes stated he and Mr. Pohl 
are continuing the signal checking in the 
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areas of the City. Some difficulties were 
found on Logan at Willow, also the east 
side of the City at the Main Street bridge. 
He stated that St. Joseph will be open at 
the end of the month. Sewer work is being 
done at Ejiffert and Cedar St., cutting 
traffic lanes down on Cedar. 


Miss Dunnebacke asked about the skywalk 
on North Logan Street. 


Board member Dean stated he had re- 
ceived a letter from Central Michigan Radio 
Club which will be holding a meeting in 
Lansing April 27, 1968 and will be needing 
space for about 400 vehicles. This letter 
will be forwarded to City Council for 
action. 


There being no further business the meet- 
ing adjourned at 8:40 P.M.

Discussion followed concerning the feasi- 
bility, desirability, and proposed cost fac- 
tors concerning the proposed plan for the 
City of Lansing providing security of the 
Capitol Development Complex. It was 
pointed out that in addition to the pro- 
posed cost of $348,752.38, that a percent- 
age contingency should be added to take 
care of unforeseen expenditures which will 
undoubtedly occur. 


The following motion was made by 
Comm. Guyselman: “I move that we add 
5% as a contingency to the proposed cost, 
and that we commence negotiations.”

Chief Husby reported that the investiga- 
tor from the Civil Rights Commission again 
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called his office stating that she had re- 
ceived her letter from the Board. Further 
that she did not have a complaint against 
the Municipal Court or the City Attorney, 
that her complaint was with the Police De- 
partment. 


Chief Husby stated that he felt he could 
resolve the complaint by issuing a direc- 
tive to the effect that in the future, there 
would be only three categories used in the 
designation of race, those being: Cau- 
casian, Negro, and Oriental. 


The Chief stated he was asking the advice 
and direction of the Board regarding this 
complaint. 


Considerable discussion followed concern- 
ing the actual necessity of designating the 
particular race on a traffic ticket. 


It was the general consensus of opinion 
of the board members, that the matter had 
been resolved at the last Board meeting. 
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Motion by Comm. Guyselman— 


“We feel this is a matter that should be 
taken up with the Municipal Court, since 
the Court is the one who made up the 
ticket, and that we do not feel we have the 
ability to instruct the Municipal Court, or 
that we have the ability to instruct the 
Chief of Police in this matter. That our 
position remains the same as was voted 
upon at our last meeting, and I encourage 
you, Chief, to arrange for a meeting be- 
tween the Municipal Court, the City At- 
torney, and this Commission. 


Supported by Comm. McConnell. 


Carried unanimously. 


There being no further business, the 
meeting was adjourned.

They 
are working toward having a final answer 
by the November meeting. Mr. Tableman 
asked that they make a progress report at 
the next meeting.

Proceedings, November 21, 1967 


The meeting was called to order by the 
Chairman, Russel A. Lawler. 


ROLL CALL 


Commissioners present: S. Don Potter, 
Henry Noack, Robert Rollis, Jr., Russel 
Lawler, Elizabeth Lawry, Leonard McCon- 
nell, and Robert Brooks—7. 


Commissioners absent: Harry Guysel- 
man—l. 


Mr. Guyselman was excused from the 
meeting. 


Also present during the board meeting 
were the Hon. Judge Earl McDonald; Mr. 
Farhat, City Attorney’s office; and Mr. 
Raymond Burgess, City Finance Director. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


With permission of the board members 
present, Chairman Lawler referred to the 
letter received from Mr. Michael Cavan- 
augh, City Attorney, advising that a mem- 
ber of his office would attend the Novem- 
ber Board meeting in regard to the com- 
plaint received from the Michigan Civil 
Rights Commission. He stated that in 
view of the fact that both Judge McDonald 
and Mr. Farhat were present, that this 
matter be considered the first item of 
business. 


Chairman Lawler reiterated the action 
of the Board at its previous meeting, that 


the Board meet with the City Attorney, and 
the presiding judge of the Municipal Court 
regarding the placing of a person’s race 
upon a traffic ticket. 


Chairman Lawler referred to the motion 
of the Board at its previous meeting, that 
“We feel this is a matter that should be 
taken up with the Municipal Court, since 
the Court is the one who made up the 
ticket, and that we do not feel we have 
the ability to instruct the Municipal Court, 
or that we have the ability to instruct the 
Chief of Police in this matter. 


Judge McDonald: The Court will con- 
tinue to make their own forms since it is 
our prerogative, and not that of the Police 
Dept. This is a well thought out ticket, 
approved by the American Bar Association. 
U. S. Federal Judge Raymond Starr and 
myself were members of the committee who 
formulated this ticket. We want a de- 
scription on a ticket so that when a war- 
rant is issued, there will be adequate in- 
formation for any officer to make an arrest 
on the warrant. Having this information, 
the police officer can eliminate maybe 10% 
and maybe 90% at the outset. It is only 
a matter of description, the same as his 
height, his weight, and the color of his 
hair and eyes, and this is the only purpose 
for its being there. 


Another function of a complete descrip- 
tion is to help avoid the wrongful arrest 
of a person with the same name, or a 
person whose name has been wrongfully 
used by a violator, but who would not 
match the description of the arrested per- 
son. 
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Judge McDonald further advised that this 
ticket form is used universally throughout 
the U. S., in more than 40 states, in 
counties, townships, and villages. There 
are, of course, some cities that do not use 
the uniform ticket. 


Comm. McConnell raised the question 
as to what cities of comparable size to 
Lansing are using this particular form. 


Chief Husby: This ticket was developed 
in 1948, and is the same ticket that is 
being used in Battle Creek, Kalamazoo, 
Grand Rapids, Flint, and I believe that in 
ig they are using an IBM form of 
ticket. 


It was also pointed out that by mandate, 
the Michigan State Police, the Attorney 
General’s office and the Secretary of State 
have been directed to formulate a com- 
pletely new format for the uniform ticket. 


Judge McDonald further stated that when 
the new ticket, by mandate, has been 
formulated; obviously the Court will use 
the form required by State law. 


There being no further questions from 
members of the Board, Chairman Lawler 
thanked both Judge McDonald, and Mr. 
Farhat for attending this meeting. 


Several letters of appreciation received 
by the department for services rendered 
were received and placed on file. 


In regard to a letter received from Mr. 
Jerry Roe, President, 4th Ward Republican 
Club and other members of this organiza- 
tion, Comm. Potter raised the question of 
the propriety of the Chief of Police at- 
tending a purely political organization’s 
meeting. 


Chief Husby assured the Commission that 
his only reason for appearing before this 
group was to present the problems faced 
by the Police Department, and what the 
department is attempting to'do to solve 
them; that he in no way became involved 
in the political aspects of the group. 


Comm. Potter stated that he felt that the 
Board should make it a matter of policy 
for the protection of the Chief of Police, 
that he is available for all interested 
groups within his own time limitations, 
and that this should not be misconstrued as 
a matter of endorsement of one particular 
party or organization. 


Supported by Comm. Rollis, Jr. 


Unanimously carried. 


A discussion concerning certain aspects 
of the Master Plan Summary presented by 
Dr. Kenney followed. 


It was pointed out that several recom- 
mendations of the Master Plan are budget- 
ary matters, that should be included when 
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formulating the department’s annual bud- 
get. 


Chief Husby was requested to present 
his recommendations of the portions of the 
Master Plan which he feels should be im- 
plemented in the near future, so that the 
Board will have sufficient time to study 
his budget requests. 


An invitation to Board members was 
extended by the Board of Water and Light 
to attend the dedication of a water foun- 
tain in the lobby of City Hall, commemorat- 
ing the 75th anniversity of the Board’s 
electric service to the Lansing community. 
The dedication to be Nov. 27, 1967, at 
3:30 P.M. 


An invitation was extended to Board 
members by Louis Adado, Chairman of 
the Council’s Public Safety Committee to 
attend a presentation of films and slides 
dealing with the Detroit Riots, and _ its 
implications on the fire service on Nov. 
30, 1967, at 7:30 P.M., Council Chambers. 


APPLICATIONS AND RESIGNATIONS 


It was the recommendation of Chief 
Husby that the resignation of Ptlm. Garry 
Hawley to become effective October 31, 
1967, be accepted. 


Comm. Brooks: I move the recommenda- 
tion of the Chief be concurred in by the 
Board. 


Supported by Comm. McConnell. 


Carried unanimously. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Husby: We have an annual project 
to develop a long range program of capital 
improvements from 1968-69 thru 1971-74. 
In the past, our long range programs 
have been met, within reason. I would 
like to discuss what our recommended 
priorities are: 


Priority No. 1: In 1968-69, we are ask- 
ing for $200,000 for land acquisition for 
a new police building. We feel this is 
something that should be given careful 
consideration by this Board, and also the 
Council. At the present time, there is a 
bill before Congress, that if passed there 
will be funds provided in the amount of 
$70 Million to revert back to the states 
and cities for police agencies. This can 
be used in buildings training academies, 
or equipment; and the second year there 
would be $300 million appropriated to go 
back to the states and cities. It was ex- 
plained quite thoroughly during the Crime 
Commission Hearings. If this legislation 
is passed, there would also be funds avail- 
able, upon application, whereby the federal 
government would appropriate 80% and 
the city 20% for new police buildings. 
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We have given consideration to a par- 
ticular location, and I think that $200,000 
would be over the actual cost of the prop- 
erty. 


Discussion followed as to the advisability 
of acquiring land at this time in view of 
the present financal status of the city, and 
the projected cost of $3,000,000 for a new 
building, when there is no way to insure 
the receiving of federal funds. 


Priority No. 2: $8,000,000 for Police 
Building and Academy. 


Priority No. 3: To replace the radio 
tower on David St.; $6,000, half of the 
cost to be shared by the Fire Dept.; 
projected for 1970-71. 


Priority No. 4: (1970-71) Installing a 
radio tower on the fire station building 
at Pleasant Grove Rd., making for a better 
communications system. In the event that 
a building would be forthcoming, or other 
construction before 1970-71, this could then 
go on the new police building, rather than 
on that location. 


Priority No. 5: (1971-74) Additions to 
the present microwave communications 
system. 


Basically, this next year the $200,000 for 
land acquisition is paramount. This pro- 
jected capital improvement program is 
subject to change from year to year any- 
way, and there is nothing projected for 
this coming year other than the $200,000. 
If it is not feasible, then it goes by the 
way. This Board would be committing 
themselves for the coming year only, and 
then it is still open for review. Basically, 
I would like the recommendation from the 
Board for the $200,000 land acquisition at 
this time. 


By Comm. Rollis: I move that the Board 
recommend the adoption by the Council 
of the six year capital improvement pack- 
age, totaling $3,219,000, and that the $3,-

000,000 set aside for the police building be 
conditional upon the funding of 80% by 
State and Federal agencies. 


Supported by Comm. Potter. 


Carried unanimously. 


Chief Husby informed the Board of the 
new ordinance passed by the City Council 
which allows employees to reside outside 
the city limits, with the exception of ad- 
ministrative heads of departments. He ex- 
plained that all employees with the ex- 
ception of himself, Insp. O’Toole, and Sr. 
Capt. Groak would be eligible to live out- 
side of the city. 


Discussion followed as to certain limita- 
tions that should be incorporated in this 
ordinance in the interest of the best police 
protection for the city. 


Chief Husby asked permission of the 
Board that he and Inspector O’Toole be 
allowed to attend the Intelligence Seminar 
sponsored by the Organized Crime Com- 
mittee of the Mich. Assoc. of Chiefs of 
Police which is to be held Nov. 29 and 30, 
at St. Mary’s Lake. 


By Comm. McConnell: I so move that 
both Chief Husby and the Inspector be 
allowed to go to the seminar at St. Mary’s 
Lake.
